Heaviest Fighting in 
Vietnam in Four Years

SAIGON (AP) — A swelling 


North Vietnamese onslaught in 
the far north drove South Viet- 
namese from two more bases 
today in the heaviest fighting 
there in four years. 


Field reports said a third 


base also may have been aban- 
doned. One base was given up 
Thursday in the first day of 
enemy attacks on bases along 
the demilitarized zone. 


The air war also heated up as 


a North Vietnamese MIG21 was 
shot down and 
the United 


States lost its second comput- 
erized four-engine gun ship in 
two days and one of the Air 
Force's biggest rescue helicop- 
ters. 


New U.S. air raids were 


launched inside North Vietnam 
after a nearly two-week lull 
and American jets attacked 
enemy gun positions in the 
southern half of the DMZ. 


Hundreds of South Vietnam- 


ese troops and some American 
forces, at the option of local 
field commanders, were or- 
dered on heightened alert. 


U.S. and South Vietnamese 


field commanders in the 3rd 
Military Region that includes 
Saigon 
and 
11 surrounding 


provinces increased the state of 
readiness for all of their troops. 


The U.S. headquarters for 


Saigon ordered all Americans 
off the streets of the capital. 
But an hour later the headquar- 
ters of Gen. Creighton W. 
Abrams, the top commander, 
rescinded that directive. 


In the central highlands/ six 


government bases were shelled 
from dawn to dusk Friday, and 
one of them was hit with 100 
mortar rounds. One ground at- 
tack was reported. First re- 
ports said the only government 
casualties were three troops 
wounded.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres- 


ident Nixon today blocked, for 
60 days, the threat of strikes in 
two railroad labor disputes. 


Nixon's 
action—appointing 


emergency boards under the 
National Railway Labor Act- 
removed the possibility of the 
railroad strikes which could 
have come at midnight tonight. 


One case involves a wage and 


work rules dispute involving 
some 6,000 AFL-CIO Sheet Met- 
al Workers who work in the re- 
pair shops of all the nation's 
rail lines. The union had an- 
nounced no specific strike ac- 
•iiM^.bu*^it»<wa» believed pre- 
pared to stage walkouts on at 
least several major rail lines. 


Congress has intervened with 


special legislation to prevent or 
avert major strikes over the 
last two Sheet Metal negotia- 


tions. 


The other emergency board 


action by Nixon involves the 
big Penn Central Railroad sys- 
tem and the AFL-CIO United 
Transportation Union. The un- 
ion had said it would strike the 
Penn Central at midnight Fri- 
day if the company carried out 
plans to start eliminating some 
6,000 jobs through layoffs over 
several years. 


Nixon's action automatically 


bars any change in the status 
quo in both disputes until 60 
days expire.

Three witnesses in the murder- 
kidnap conspiracy trial of An- 
gela Davis have given differing 
accounts of what they heard or 
didn't hear during a 1970 shoot- 
out in Marin County. 


Miss Davis, 28, is accused of 


furnishing the guns and plan- 
ning an attempt to free three 
San Quentin Prison convicts at 
the Marin County Civic Center 
on Aug. 7, 1970, in which a 
judge and three other persons 
were killed. 


Testimony during Thursday's 


session of the trial centered on

Brothers,

Jonathan Jackson, brother of

Thursday amid mounting dis- 
satisfaction over supermarket 
meat prices. 


The price for beef on the hoof 


fell to $32.40 per hundredweight 
for the month ending March 15, 
the department reported. 


But the latest figure was only 


a fraction of a per cent lower 
than the record high of $32.60 
set during the previous month. 


Beef cattle prices have risen 


steadily from the $29.10 report- 
ed last October. 


Agriculture Secretary Earl L. 


fhitz has defended the higher 
prices being paid to farmers 
and has insisted that the farm- 
er is not to blame for higher 
^upermarket prices. 
" The administration has resist- 


ed pleas from consumer groups 
for government controls on food

Dixon 
was fined $250 plus $27 court 
costs and sentenced to 30 days 
in jail. 


Lornell Carr, another student, 


forfeited bonds of $37 for dis- 
turbing the peace, $37 for as- 
sault and battery and $237 on 
disruption of campus activity. 


Twenty black students were 


charged in connection with the 
disturbance. Trials of more stu- 
dents were to begin at 9 a.m. 
today. 


Also Thursday, Judge Still 


held Richard Mays of Little 
Rock, a black attorney, in con- 
tempt of court twice as the 
trials began for the racial dis- 
turbance. Mays was fined $100 
on the first contempt citation 
and $25 on the second. 


The actions stemmed from 


heated disagreements that de- 
veloped between Mays and the 
judge, who is white, and Pros.

Home Gardening Hints 


Some home gardeners may 


wonder why tomato, pepper, or 
eggplant seem to take a long 
time to start growing after 
transplanting in the garden. One 
thing that may cause slow 
recovery after transplanting is 
the condition of the plant. 


If you buy your plants and they 


are spindly in growth and pale in 
color, they have probably been 
kept in the plant box or cup too 
long and may have suffered from 
lack of water. Buy only plants 
that have a good color and have 
good leaves, says County 
Extension Agent Calvin J. 
Caldwell. 


Mr. Caldwell also recommends 


that a starter solution be used 
when setting out plants. A starter 
solution can be made by mixing 3 
to 4 ounces of 10-20-10 fertilizer in 
five gallons of water. Stir the 
mixture thoroughly and then 
pour 
Vfe pint of the solution 


around each plant after it is set 
in the ground. This will result in 
immediate feeding of plant food. 
It will help weak plants recover

sure Americans that the price 
of beef would be lower in com- 
ing months.

Ineffective Vaccines 
Used for 10 Years

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sena- 


tors say a General Accounting 
Office report sharply critical of 
federal vaccine regulation bol- 
sters their case for an inde- 
pendent 
consumer-protection 


agency. 


"If there had been an inde- 


pendent consumer advocate, I 
doubt that an agency such as 
the Division of Biologies Stand- 
ards could have continued to al- 
low millions of doses of water- 
ed influenza vaccine to be re- 
leased for public use year after 
year," Sen. Abraham Ribicoff, 
D-Conn., said Thursday. 


Ribicoff released a GAO re- 


port saying DBS let 32 in- 
effective vaccines stay on the 
market for at least 10 years. 


GAO also said DBS, part of 


the Health, Education and Wel- 
fare Department's National In- 
stitutes of Health, released flu 
vaccines for three years even 


though its tests showed their 
potency to be as low as less 
than 1 per cent of standards. 


Sen. Charles H. Percy, R-ffl., 


accused DBS of "callous dis- 
regard for the public health 
and safety," and said an inde- 
pendent 
consumer-advocacy 


agency would have looked out 
for public interest "in the face 
of bureaucratic lassitude, un- 
concern, neglect or perversion 
of purpose." 


Based on the GAO report, he 


said, it is now known that "in- 
discriminate approval 
of in- 


fluenza vaccine by DBS from 
1966 to 1968 subjected Ameri- 
cans to over 60 million doses of 
what may have been worthless 
prevention—or worse." 


GAO said it found 75 of the 


263 biologic products licensed 
by DBS "generally were not 
recognized—according to the di- 
rector of DBS—as being effec- 
tive by most of the medical 
profession."

failed. 


The fight against inflation be- 


comes all the more tense as the 
political rhetoric heats up and 
as the polls show many Ameri- 
cans are prepared to reduce all 
considerations to the one issue 
of the pocketbook. 


One pollster who supplies 


information to the candidates 
puts it this way: "Millions of 
Americans are prepared to for- 
get their particular political 
philosophies. To them, the big 
issues aren't controversial. The 
thing that matters is holding 
onto the money in their purse."

I 
became particularly

ested in this problem because 
of the studies I did in refer- 
ence to fainting as a prob- 
lem with pilots. Fainting is 
often not too serious in other- 
wise healthy people on the 
ground, but even in healthy 
people it can be exceedingly 
dangerous if they are flying 
jet aircraft.

Crime Drops in Cities 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) -Little 


Rock was one of 53 of the coun- 
try's major cities that reported 
a decrease in major reportable 
crimes in 1971. 


The FBI's Uniform 
Crime 


Report showed that the total 
number of crimes declined 23 
per cent at Little Rock, from 
7,507 in 1970 to 6,778 last year, 
with drops in five of the seven 
crime categories. 


The increase nationally was 6 


per cent, which was the smal- 
lest 
annual increase 
in six 


years. 


In Little Rock, the number of 


murders and n on negligent man- 
slaughters declined from 38 to 
36, forcible rapes went down 
from 69 to 60, aggravated as- 
saults dropped from 702 to 624, 
burglaries dropped from 2,950 
to 2,460, and larceny of $50 or 
more decreased from 2,973 to 
2,722. 


Increases were recorded in 


the number of robberies, up to 
368 from 300 and in auto thefts, 
up from 465 to 498.
